Election of Species 



Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1-4 in the reply filed on 04/19/2004 
is acknowledged. As generic claim 1 has been allowed, the election of species 
requirement is hereby withdrawn. 



Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
references of record neither reveal nor render obvious the recited combination including 
use of a parallel to serial converter having two separate data streams to generate a shift 
clock signal In the recited manner. U.S. Patent 6,335,696 to Aoyagi et al provides 
positive [3] and negative [5] parallel data to a converter [8] but doesn't use the sehal 
data to generate a clock signal. U.S. Patents 4,41 8,41 8 to Aoki, 5,247,652 to Uda, 
5,982,309 to Xi et al, and 6,169,500 to Eriksson et al all describe various parallel to 
serial converter circuits. EP 397,358 to Uda describes a parallel to serial converter 
having timing and shift clock pulses, but doesn't generate a clock in the recited way.
